TEMPERATURES 
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Goes After 2.000.000 Tons 
To Carry Vital War Ma­ 
terials Abroad 


WASHINGTON, May I.—My or­ 
der of the President, th e maritime 
commission today began rounding 
up “at least” 2,000,000 tons of car­ 
go ships to form a great fleet which 
will carry abroad “vital war m a­ 
terials” now piling up In American 
ports, and pring in the raw stocks 
needed by defense industries. 
President Roosevelt, himself, was 
reported ready to order the prompt 
requisitioning of refugee vessel in 
United States ports as one of the 
first steps toward the objective. 
Requisitioning of 
60

and 
Danish vessels aggregating 300,000 
tons would provide—as a starter—■ 
approximately 15 per cent of the 2,- 
000,000 tons the President called 
for "at the earliest possible mo­ 
m ent” to transport the raw m a­ 
terials required by

fense industries and the war sup­ 
plies needed by nations resisting 
aggression. 
War Materials Delayed 
“Vital war materials are piling up 
at the ports or delayed at th** fac­ 
tories," Mr. Roosevelt declared. “We

The fact that Tripoli had a long 
string of six to twelve-inch bat­ 
teries, that the harbor waters were 
heavily mined, and that there was 
great danger from mass Nazi and 
Italian air attacks on the warships 
didn’t deter Admiral Cunningham 
from his resolve to hand the Bar­ 
bary coast enemy den a dose of 
lead it wouldn’t soon forget. 
From the conning tower of the 
heaviest armed battleship, I watch­ 
ed a thousand tons of 
high 
ex­ 
plosive and armor-piercing shells 
flung at Tripoli harbor in a thun­ 
derous 45 minute barrage so ter­ 
rific I thought the minimum pei- 
sonal effect would be a bad case of 
shell-shock 
My half-blinded eyes 
were seared by great flashes from 
the fire of guns. 
This was at the firing end. The 
tremendous, 
crushing 
force 
of 
shells exploding in Tripoli can only 
be Imagined. 
„ 
British gunners shoved shells n 
the long. grey barrels of the 15- 
inch guns with machine-like speed 
and precision. 
The” love action and thought it 
great /un even when two enemy 
shore batteries pumped six-inchets 
swishing over the turrets. 
Tripoli was the biggest fireworks 
display I have seen in my travels 
with the battlefleet.. 
I shall never forget 
the 
thou­ 
sands of white splinters of flame 
leaping skyward from anti-aircraft 
batteries, the long, snaky links of 
multicolored bursting 
tracer 
bul­ 
lets, the ‘ flaming onions” of anti­ 
aircraft fire, and the yellow mass­ 
es of flame gushing from battle­ 
ships’ guns. 
Nor this—twelve hours after the 
last 
15-inch shells were fired. I 
touched the gun barrels. They were 
still hot. 
So was Tripoli.

ING. You can thank your stars that there 
IS a force which can bring him quickly to 
time —A FORCE HE CANNOT CURB! 


The public holds an "election” of its 
NEWSPAPERS every day—simply by buy­ 
ing or not buying. The same public can’t 
get at its government except in one-, two-, 
four- or even six-year intervals. And even 
then, it can know what the true state of 
affairs is only if the press is free to report
